Report  of  Superintendent  of  Schools 


Tu  the  School  Board  of  Kensington,  N.  H.: 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  superintendent  of 
Kensington  schools,  the  ninth  in  the  series  of  such  reports. 

The  year  which  ended  in  June,  1927,  was  in  all  ways  a  suc- 
cessful year  for  our  schools  and  in  some  respects  accomplish- 
ments exceeded  those  of  any  other  year  in  the  last  nine.  Table 
I  of  the  statistics  shows  at  least  one  of  these  accomplishments, 
that  is,  constant  attendance  of  the  pupils.  The  best  mark  for 
percentage  of  attendance  in  any  of  the  eight  years  preceding 
last  year  was  92.  The  percentage  of  attendance  for  this  last 
year  was  94.  Table  II  shows  just  which  school  had  the  best 
mark  in  this  respect.  It  was  possible  also  to  reduce  the  num- 
ber of  cases  of  tardiness  in  this  last  year  by  about  fifty  percent. 
Both  of  these  items,  constant  attendance  and  punctuality, 
indicate  the  spirit  of  the  schools  and  the  spirit  of  the  parents 
in  keeping  children  well  and  in  seeing  to  it  that  they  attend 
school.  This  fine  record  seems  all  the  better  when  we  look  at 
Table  VI  and  see  that  the  Kensington  schools  were  in  session 
practically  one  hundred  eighty  days.  The  teachers  were  faith- 
ful in  their  work  in  the  schools  and  the  pupils  made  good  prog- 
ress; promotions  were  made  regularly  into  the  next  grades 
and  into  the  High  School  and  those  so  promoted  are  doing  well 
during  the  current  year. 

The  membership  of  the  schools  last  year  dropped  in  total 
num])crs  from  76  to  60.  The  number  enrolled  in  the  schools  at 
the  present  time  is  considerably  less  than  that.  It  is  the 
smallest  number  we  have  had  in  the  schools  during  the  nine 
years  that  I  have  known  them  and  it  may  be  even  less  during 
the  coming  year. 

The  district  is  to  be  congratulated  on  the  effort  it  makes  to 
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bear  the  burden  of  taxes  for  the  support  of  its  schools.  Table 
VII  shows  that  Kensington  of  the  four  similar  districts  in  this 
supervisory  union  spends  the  most  for  education  per  $1000.  of 
equalized  valuation.  This  amount  is  a  considerable  amount 
and  those  concerned  with  the  schools,  the  Board,  teachers, 
pupils  and  superintendent,  realize  that  the  parents  and  citi- 
zens of  the  district  want  good  schools  ancl  are  "\^d^ing  to  pro- 
vide them.  They  in  their  turn  are  striving  to  see  that  full 
value  is  rendered  for  each  dollar  of  tax  put  into  the  schools. 
The  present  force  of  teachers  is  not  only  an  efficient  force  but  a 
very  hard  working  group  of  women.  They  all  spend  long  days 
at  their  schoolhouses  and  are  doing  all  that  is  possible  for  the 
mental,  moral  and  physical  education  of  the  pupils  in  their 
charge.  This  is  the  only  way  by  which  school  authorities  can 
show  the  tax-payers  that  money  invested  in  good  teachers  is 
well  spent. 

The  physical  plant  of  the  schools  needs  some  attention  during 
the  coming  summer,  as  indicated  in  the  articles  of  the  school 
district  warrant  of  this  year.  The  repairs  and  painting  suggested 
for  the  East  School  are  very  much  needed.  The  outside  of  the 
building  has  needed  paint  for  tAvo  or  three  years.  You  have 
had  to  deal  with  the  buildings  one  at  a  time.  The  inside  of  the 
building  is  as  badly  ofT  for  fresh  paint  as  the  outside.  The 
door  steps  are  not  in  good  condition  and  should  be  repaired. 
The  West  School  is  now  in  good  shape  both  inside  and  outside. 
The  Korth  School  should  be  thoroughly  painted  on  the  inside. 
In  arrangement  this  schoolhouse  is  the  best  Ave  have;  the  loca- 
tion of  windoTv'S  and  toilets  conforms  with  the  best  modern 
practice  in  schoolhouse  construction,  but  it  has  been  seven  or 
eight  years  since  the  building  was  painted  on  the  inside  and 
the  room  is  noAV  on  that  account  very  dark  and  dingA^  The 
door  opening  into  the  small  cellar  under  the  corner  of  the 
schoolhouse  should,  in  my  opinion,  be  thoroughly  repaired  or 
else  removed.  Its  foundations  are  so  much  dilapidated  now 
that  they  are  dangerous  to  children  playing  about  them. 
Since  the  small  cellar  is  of  apparent!}^  no  use,  it  probably  Avould 
be  as  well  to  block  up  the  door  altogether. 
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The  warrant  calls  for  the  expenditure  of  money  for  maps. 
There  is  practically  no  equipment  of  maps  now  in  any  school. 
Miss  Robic  has  one  which  was  past  use  a  long  time  ago.  There 
is  one  at  the  West  School  and  two  at  the  North  School.  None 
of  them  have  the  new  boundaries  and  there  is  no  map  of  the 
various  continents  ^s  now  studied  in  the  geographies.  The 
appropriation  of  money  asked  for  this  year  will  provide  seven 
modern  maps  for  each  school.    They  are  very  much  needed. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  record  here  mj''  appreciation  of  the  con- 
tinued co-operation  of  pupils,  teachers,  parents  and  school 
officers  in  all  matters  concerning  our  schools.
